Lifting of Lima Street Crown 
No Answer to Area’s Problem 


OVERSEAS MAILING 
DATES ARE SET

At an adjourned meeting of the City Council held Monday 
night for the purpose of studying emergency flood control meas¬ 
ures, City Administrator Lawrence Bevington reported that the 
removal of the controversial "crown" or convex form of Lima 
street would not reduce the flood hazard in that area. 

Bevington’s report covered 10 
items on which Councilman 
Harold F. Roberts as chairman 
of the Flood Committee had re¬ 
quested specific information at 
the regular meeting of the 
Council three weeks ago. At 
that time Roberts emphasized 
the need for an immediate sur¬ 
vey before the rainy season 
starts. 

After last year’s flood emer¬ 
gency, considerable public agi¬ 
tation was expressed regarding 
the Lima street crown. But 
City Administrator Bevington 
said that the conclusions of the 
survey were surprising, even to 
himself. The east side of Lima 
street is lower than the west, 
in some places to such an ex¬ 
tent that the top of the east 
gutter is on the same level as 
the bottom of the west gutter. 
Removing the crown, therefore, 
would divert all flood water to 
the east side of the street, caus¬ 
ing more overflow into private 
property on that side than be¬ 
fore. 

Councilman Roberts com¬ 
mented that, in view of this 
report, and the temporary na¬ 
ture of the emergency, it would 
be impractical to alter and re¬ 
pave the street. Underground 
drains will be constructed by 
the U. S. Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers within approximately 
two years, necessitating an¬ 
other paving of the street then, 
he pointed out. City Attorney 
T. Guy Cornyn remarked that 
to change the construction of 
the street could be legally dan¬ 
gerous. Said he, “You must not 
design your streets so that wa¬ 
ter will pour on to personal 
property (at or below Orange 
Grove Ave.l. You should not 
re-design Lima into a water¬ 
course, but you are entitled to 
put up temporary boards to 
protect personal property.” 

This comment was made in 
connection with the proposal to 
erect planks from 12 to 18 
inches high at or near the 
curbs, thus providing the 
cheapest and most efficient 
method of property protection, 
and increasing Lima street’s 
water - carrying capacity 2 Ya 
times. This project will require 
about a carload pf lumber, and 
Mayor Louk recommended that 
it be saturated with creosote 
or similar preservative, for use 
on City construction after the 
emergency. 

Other flood control subjects 
covered by Bevlngton’s report 
were as follows: 

Lateral drains on Baldwin 
and Lima: The Council re¬ 
quested Attorney Cornyn to 
prepare a resolution to the ef¬ 
fect that the City will cooperate 
to the fullest extent with the 
Army Corps of Engineers, by 
constructing lateral - drains 
along Baldwin and Lima to 
connect with the underground 
drains built by them approxi¬ 
mately two years hence. 

Intersection, Carter and Lima: 
Recommendation to straighten 
this intersection, allowing Flo¬ 
ral Canyon floodwater to flow 
into Lima street. 

Lima and Orange Grove: This 
fall it is expected that Los An¬ 
geles county will purchase 
property on the southeast cor¬ 
ner of this intersection. After 
such purchase the City will 
construct a ditch, diverting the 
flow from Lima street into the 
Arcadia Wash. 

Yucca Trail: If the City will 
furnish manpower and super¬ 
vision, the U. S. Forest Service 
will build a crib dam at a cost 
to the City of $3500. Without 
their cooperation, the cost of 
building such a dam would be 
$8750. 

West Canyon: The cost of 
building a debris basin here 
would be from $40,000 to $50,- 
000. Since only two homes are 
endangered, It is not deemed 
practical, for the present, to 
incur such heavy expense in 
this area. 

Carter and Baldwin: No rec¬ 
ommendation yet can be made, 
until plans of’the Corps of En¬ 
gineers are ascertained. 

Protection to Auburn reser¬ 
voir: Bevington has requested 
a meeting with the Army En¬ 
gineers, to learn from them

It hardly seems possible, but 
it’s true that Christmas is just 
around the corner again. At 
least that’s what Uncle Sam 
says when he thinks of all of 
those overseas deliveries he’s 
expected to make before Dec. 
25th to service men and women 
throughout the world. 

Assistant Postmaster A. H. 
Embree announced this week 
thatr overseas packages should 
be mailed from Oct. 15 to Nov. 
15. Air mail packages should 
be in the mail not later than 
Nov. 21. Packages for air mail 
should be limited to 2 ‘pounds 
in weight and should not ex¬ 
ceed 30 inches in combined 
length and girth. 


The Daily News story was 
based chiefly on a primary 
campaign piece of literature in 
which Hiestand was erroneous¬ 
ly referred to as “a veteran of 
World War I.” 

In a statement to the Sierra 
Madre NEWS this week, Con¬ 
gressman Hiestand said: "Dur¬ 
ing World War I, I was called 
to Washington to serve on the 
Army General Staff as a spe¬ 
cial assistant in the war plans 
division of the Army War Col¬ 
lege. 

"My specific assignment was 
assistant business manager of 
the vital committee on educa¬ 
tion and special training. My 
department handled the Army’s 
business relations and affairs 
of more than GOO colleges of 
the United States, which were 
being suddenly converted into 
officer training schools to sup¬ 
ply the much needed officer 
personnel to the Army overseas 
and insure ultimate victory of 
our country. 

“I served there until January, 
1918, when I returned to my 
position as division merchan¬ 
dise manager of the J. L. Hud¬ 
son department store in Detroit. 
During the ensuing six months, 

I received special assignments 
from the War Department and 
served as special settlements 
officer.” 

Bryce Tangren, primary cam¬ 
paign manager and currently 
public relations manager ol 
Hiestand, told the NEWS that 
"while I personally wrote the 
copy for the bulk of the piece 
of literature in question, the 
agency added a biographical 
paragraph in which this error 
occurred and, unfortunately, it 
was not-caught.” 

Schwartz Makes Statement 

Tom Schwartz of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, who is eneral chairman of 
the Hiestand campaign, said 
today, “The literature which 
described Congressman Hie¬ 
stand as ‘a veteran of World 
War I’ was an error. Mr. Hie¬ 
stand who was in Washington 
at the \ime the error was dis¬ 
covered, ordered the immediate 
withdrawal of the incorrect lit¬ 
erature. Later when I received 
a call from him, I personally 
destroyed as much of it as I 
could find. As a matter of 
fact, Congressman Hiestand has 
told veterans organizations 
throughout his district that he 
deeply regrets the fact that he 
was not privileged to wear the 
uniform of his country. There 
are no references in the current 
Congressional Directory or any 
of Congressman Hiestand’s 
present campaign material that 
would imply he is a veteran.”

Licia Albanese, famed lyric 
soprano, will open the Com¬ 
munity Concerts Association 
season Monday evening, Oct.

Miss Albanese, a native of 
Italy, became an American citi¬ 
zen in 1945. Since her debut 
in 1940 on the stage of the 
Metropolitan in the role of 
"Madame Butterfly,” her work 
has been described as outstand¬ 
ing by all critics. Says Virgil 
Tompson of the New York Her¬ 
ald Tribune: “She is that rare 
songbird, the Italian lyric so¬ 
prano. The voice in all of its 
natural purity and soft bril¬ 
liance, produces a musical ef¬ 
fect of such pentrating beauty 
as it has not been my pleasure 
to hear in many a year.”

Co-ordinating Council Hears 
Preliminary Cemetery Report

A preliminary report on the 
Co-ordinating Council’s survey 
to determine the steps neces¬ 
sary to form an association for 
the restoration and care of the 
Sierra Madre cemetery was 
made Tuesday night by Coun¬ 
cil appointed Walter Goodwin. 

The findings contained in 
Mr. Goodwin’s report were so 
complex and confusing that it 
was decided to wait for further 
clarification before taking ac¬ 
tion on the project. 

Mr. Goodwin’s outline re¬ 
vealed that the Sierra Madre 
Cemetery Ass’n was formed 
about 1907 under a charter of 
the State of Arizona and that 
the organization was never in¬ 
corporated in California. Stock 
was issued and grave plots 
were sold, these two items be¬ 
ing the only source of income 
with no provision for perpetual 
care. 

Until 1933 the affairs of the 
corporation were handled by 
the corporation officers. About 
this time the plot book was 
turned over to the local mortu¬ 
ary where it can now be found. 
All moneys received by them 
have gone for bills. Income 
from the sale of plots is under¬ 
stood to have come to a stand¬ 
still in 1937 when most of the 
plots were sold. 

No taxes, water bills or other 
expenses have been paid on 
the cemetery since 1938, it is 
understood. 

Mr. Goodwin told the Council 
that much of the information 
he has gathered was by word 
of mouth and that many points 
required further study before 
an accurate picture of the situ¬ 
ation could be given. 

Because a large number of 
Sierra Madreans have shown 
an interest in establishing an 
association for the care of the 


cemetery, it was decided to ask 
a representative group of these 
persons to be present at the 
next Co-ordinating Council 
meeting when several plans, 
accompanied by the legal as¬ 
pects of the proposals, will be 
presented.

A report from Mrs. Charles 
Siegle, representing the Citi¬ 
zens Committee for the Selec¬ 
tion of a High School Site, was 
heard at the meeting in which 
it was learned that Los Angeles 
County and Pasadena are ex¬ 
pected - to come nearer a de¬ 
cision on the Victory Park loca¬ 
tion, a site much favored by 
Sierra Madreans, by the end 
of this week. 

Mrs, S ie g 1 e recommended 
that local groups withold ac¬ 
tion on the matter until the 
work now being undertaken by 
the Pasadena group is com¬ 
pleted.

Believe me, he would not al¬ 
ways choose to be American 
but we could hope that by our 
good examples as Americans 
and Christians he would like 
us enough to want to be Amer¬ 
ican. 

There are many fine old Chi¬ 
nese families who can trace 
their lineage much farther back 
than any of us. The same goes 
for any country, including our 
own. We have our fine families 
and some that we are not so 
proud of. Of one thing I am 
sure, some Chinese people must 
not be very happy at seeing 
themselves referred to as “dirty 
Chinks.” At the moment I am 
thinking of a Chinese M.D. May 
I add, too, that if some of our 
children were as carefully 
reared as the Oriental child we 


point out a few things to Lee 
Shippey—perhaps one of those 
housewives he mentioned in his 
last column. 

First, let me say that al¬ 
though he and I are evidently 
on opposite political sides I 
usually read the column be¬ 
cause I believe in looking at 
both sides of a question. I 
think most open-minded people 
do. 

I feel that Mr. Shippey has 
good reason to be proud of a 
son who is a Captain in the 
Air Force as do all the rest of 
us parents who have one or 
more sons or daughters in the 
armed forces — now and in 
World War II. The thing to re¬ 
member is that these service 
people have been serving in 
many places and under differ¬ 
ent-circumstances. Consequent¬ 
ly they all come home with 
different stories. Some, like a 
young man whom I know very 
well, have served in practically 
every theater of war—during 
the last war. His outlook is 
naturally broader than say a 
young man who has been in 
one location. 

Our viewpoints are usually 
colored by the contacts we have 
had with certain peoples. I 
often think of a caller in my 
home many years ago who, 
having made a southern trip, 
was very much put out with 
Kentucky in general and the 
city of Louisville in particular. 
He remarked that “all” the 
women down there chewed to¬ 
bacco or smoked pipes. I am 
not a Kentuckian but I do have 
a few relatives and many 
friends there and from there 
who are fine citizens and I 
have visited that beautiful 
state and colorful old city. We 
made no reply to this man 
but we knew the kind of friends 
he had down there. I am won¬ 
dering just what kind of Chi¬ 
nese people Mr. Shippey has 
dealt with. 

I am sure that many parents 
who have lost sons in Korea 
could not agree with Mr. Ship- 
pey’s ideas about Formosa and 
Chiang-Kai-Shek. The Russians 
have been fighting us for quite 
a spell now. No—not they 
themselves; they are letting 
the Chinese Reds do it for them. 
What is wrong with our let¬ 
ting Chiang’s fighters (who 
want to fight for a good rea- ■ 
son) do a little fighting for us? 
Ask a father who has lost his 
son that question. 

Now, as to our sons marry¬ 
ing over there. He is right in 
one statement; it always hap¬ 
pens in occupied countries. I 
can remember quite a few fine 
Russian girls brought back 
from Europe after World War 
I, Germans, too, etc. They 
made fine wives and neighbors. 
As for the Oriental, that is up 
to the boys and girls if they 
wish to marry them. We, as 
parents, can play quite a part 
here; also the kind of training 
we gave them as children 
comes in here. How are we 
going to accept these people 
into our families? We can 
either help to make such a 
marriage a success or we can 
help to make it a failure. It is 
up to us. I would like to rec¬ 
ommend two books for reading: 
“Fifth Chinese Daughter” by 
Jade Snow Wong and Pearl 
Buck’s “The Hidden Flower.”

more details regarding this 
phase of their work. 

Paul Bauman, assistant en¬ 
gineer of the Los Angeles Flood 
Control District, and a member 
of the audience, brought to the 
attention of the Council the 
urgent need for traffic control 
in the vicinity of the Auburn 
basin construction. He compli¬ 
mented the Police Department 
on their control of traffic dur¬ 


ing the floods of last season, 
and hoped that the same vigi¬ 
lance would be observed now. 
He was optimistic in his view 
of the future situation. “The 
debris basins," he said, “will 
regulate storms of normal pro¬ 
portions, and will stop the 
bombardment of boulders. They 
are the heavy artillery of 
storms, but by Jan. 1 their 
menace will be eliminated. 
However, it is not possible 
within a few short months to 
prepare for a storm of the first 
magnitude — such a downpour 
as occurs only once in 50 years. 
Even the City of Los Angeles 
is not prepared for that.” 

“The only defense in that 
event,” commented Mayor 
Louk, “is to pray and run.”
